guese commnnder 18 heard,

Minister Mandones Unwilling to Talk,

Minister Mondona admitted that hg
had recelved news of the surrendoer, but
he was unwilling to give out auy news
coneerning ds Chama's offer of surrender
or discnss the probable action of the
Bragilinn governiment, He, said, how-
ever, he had no doubt final settlement
had been made by the time he was sponk-
fng, or would certiinly bo made soon.

Notice of the futention of the Bra-
gilinn fleet to begin an active attack on
the insurgents’ fleet had been given Sun-
day noon to neatral forees in the harbor,
This notice was given 48 hours before the
firing was to begin.  According to this
arrangement firing conld not begin nntil
Toesday npoon. Da Gama's surrender
wis made, therefore, fully 24 hours D
fore an attack wis to be expected,  The
offer, in fact, followed the first actnal
show of determination on the part of the
DBrazilian government,
